THE RATION 

The now gas ration, set nit 
120 gallons for the year for 
non-commercial vehicles, is cre- 
atiiu another query now, 
‘‘What will the Province tlo a- 
bout car licenses ” 

At present rates, the average 
i • owner pr.ys s2. : > per year 
for tlip privilege of driving his 
car If that fee > s maintained 
this year it means that those 
under this category will pay 
more than a cent a mile license 
fee for their driving. The A.M 
A is already working on the 
matter in an effort to get the 
fee drastically reduced before 
the new plates go on sale. 

There are, of course, several 
angles to the matter. We know 
that both Dominion and Prov 
incial Governments would ra¬ 
ther people diid not drive their 


cars in order to conserve gas. 
That may be alright, but there 
are many people who n?ed to 
drive anid will lie greatly incon 
vtniencjd and handicapped if 
they are deprived the use of 1 ' 
their cars. Everyone wants to ’ 
aid in the war effort, but our 
present system of life is built » 
around the car. We can change 
of course, but can we change 
without affecting the efficiency 
of the war effort. 

It comes down to this. Those 
who receive special categories 
and aile going tb drive their 
usual 15 to 20,000 miles a year 
or nearly so, would not be great 
ly inconvenienced by th e new 
order and could possibly afford 
to pay tb,-. usual fee. ThJe oth¬ 
ers. who get forty coupons for 
the year and feel that they 
must have thieir car, will pay the 
government $25 for the privi¬ 
lege of driving 2,000 miles on 
generally poo) - roads. Does it 
sound fair? 

Because of war needs and pri¬ 
orities and so on. shortage of 
labor, hack of equipment and a 
fop other things, our main high 
ways jure not kept up as they 
should t>e, and it seems poor 
business to maintain car lic¬ 
enses at their present ievpl sini 
ply bee,a us it can lie done.

FEEDING THE DAIRY COW 

Suitable roughage for dairy 
cows includes alfalfa, swe.l 
clover, brorm, prairie hay and 
oat hay or green feed. Alfalfa 
and clover hays are especially 
valuable because of their extra 
high protein and mineral con- 
high protein and mineral con¬ 
tent which makes them useful 
t t1 balancing ordinary farm ra- 
ions. Spoiled or mouldy feeds 
•hyp'd never be fed. 

Oats eitldep coarsely ground 
or rolled, are the safest and 
most commonly fed grain ‘for 
cow*. Jban is a palatable, bulky 
feed laxative #n,d cooling in 
effect, which contains 
<!un ordinary amounts of pro- 
tefr* and certain mineral*. Ip the 
absence of legume Imy, bran Is 
commonly combined with outs 
in amounts up to one-lhird or 
oikt-hftlf the total weight of 
concentrate tYvJ. Linseed oil 
meal which is unusually high : n 
protein, is also very usfeul in 
: '.dancing the dairy cow ration, 
when fed at the rate of up to 
one pound per per day. 

In feeding, a satisfactory rule 
i<i tp allow two pounds of dry 


roughage per day for each hun¬ 
dred pounds liveweight of the 
cow. Ensilage may be substi¬ 
tuted for up to half the dry 
roughage allowing three pounds 
ensilage i>er pound of dry rou¬ 
ghage replaced. Grain or con¬ 
centrate is usually fed accord¬ 
ing to milk production, at the 
pate of one pound of grain trer 
day fo) each three or four lbs. 
of milk poduced daily. TJje daily; 
ration is usually divided into 
two feeds. 

If cows have not constant ac¬ 
cess to water it is a good prac¬ 
tice to allow all they will drink 
at least twice daily. When the 
trough is outdoors In winter it 
is advisable to remove th? chill 
by merits pf a tank heater. 

Common salt fs a necessity 
gnd should be kept'where the 
cows can help themselves. 

Rations commonly fed to dairy 
cows, particularly whe„ legume 
hay is not included, are usually 
lacking in caluium and phos- 
nbp£U£ This deficiency can he 
overcome tb a cynstdei JA ex¬ 
tent by supplying edible'bops 
meal. This can be self-fed or In¬ 
cluded i„ the meal ration at the 
r,»t 5 of one pound in one hun¬ 
dred pounds of Ci/Hy^ntrate

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Gasoline Rationing Plan Goes into Effect 


O N MARCH 31 the present gasoline 
ration licenses and coupons will ex¬ 
pire, and no gasoline will be sold except upon 
the presentation of a 1943-1944 ration book. 

In his own interests, every vehicle owner is 
asked to apply at once for a new gasoline 
license and ration coupon book for each of 
his vehicles. 

Under the new system, effective April 1, all 
commercial vehicles will be rationed. All non¬ 
commercial vehicles will be granted a basic 
“AA” gasoline license and ration coupon 
book, containing 40 coupons for a passenger 
car, or 16 for a motorcycle. Owners of non¬ 
commercial vehicles eligible for a special 
category, who can prove their need, will 
be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending 
March 31, 1944. 

The extra allowance for a special category 
car will be tailored to meet individual needs. 
In determining this allowance the pre¬ 
vious category and mileage of the car will 
not be considered. Instead the vocational 
allowance will be based on two factors: 
(l) The gravity of the oil shortage with which 
Canada is faced, and (2) the importance of 
the vehicle to its owner in a country at war. 


The extra vocational coupons will be issued 
In books labelled “Special”, and each such 
book will contain not more than 60 coupons. 
Only one “Special” book, or portion of such 
book, will be issued at a time, and hence the 
case history of each special category applicant 
will be under constant review. 

Under provisions of the rationing order, 
the Oil Controller will have the right to re- 
fuse any application for a special category, or 
to suspend any ration book for an infraction 
of the regulations. 

Every motor vehicle, other than a motor¬ 
cycle, must bear on its windshield a sticker 
indicating its category. After April 1, service 
station attendants will not be permitted to 
serve gasoline to a car which does not bear 
the sticker which corresponds to the ration 
book submitted at the time of the purchase. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration 
coupon book, secure an application form at 
your nearest Post Office. Study the form and 
follow the instructions contained therein. 

When you receive your ration coupon book, 
guard it carefully. It may not be replaced if, 
because of your negligence, it is lost or 
stolen. Do not leave it in your car; keep it 
on your person at all times.

To Dairymen 

The most common defects 
found in milk and some sug¬ 
gestions on how to overcome 
them. 

When milk is first drawn 
from the cows udder it is in 
its purest state. No amount of 
care can make it any cleaner 
or more wholesome. However 
we can endeavour to keep it 
in this very desirable condition 
by in little care in the right 
place and time. 

1 To begin with the cows

| fall in the pail when milking.

0 To be able to deliver good 
fresh milk in the hot summer 
months, you should prepare to 
put up some ice now. It isq J, 
much bother aii(| wjjj pay you 
well in dollars and cents. Sug¬ 
gestions for construction may 
be had at the factory. 

FLAVOR DEFECTS 
Ov erripe or sour milk is cans 
od by lack of prompt cooling. 

Metallic—by using rusty 01 
galvanized pails or cans. 

Wopdy—Beety— Stink weed— 
by cows feeding on weedy past¬ 
ures, or being fed before milk¬ 
ing. All strong feeds should be 
l'e«i after milking. This is very 
Important. 

Unclean—im properly cleaned 
pails, or strainers. Absorption 
of foul smells by fresh warn 
milk. The use of dirty rags 
when washing milk utensils 
will cause this defect. 

Ccwev or Stable—Warm milk 
standing in smelly stables or 
dirty milking corrals. Wet hand 
milking is usually responsible 
for this flavor ted and is most 
unsanitary, ft is impossible to 
have good milk if this proceed- 
ire is followed.

All civilian 
regulations have been eonsoliilateil anil revised, main features 
now being as follows:— 


COVERAGE 

Employers.' iiegula! iont rover persons ol 
cillier sex from 1(1 lo (It years old, except— 
provincial employees; armed services; and those 
in fishing, fish processing, hunting, trapping; 
clergymen; nurses; school teachers; domestic 
servants; students working uftcr school; em- 
nloyees in rcspcrl of part-time employment; and 
any one employed for d days or less in a 
calendar week. Agricultural workers are covered 
by special provisions, not hy the general pro¬ 
visions ns also are “technical |>erso:inel.” 

Employers: Any person, firm or other em¬ 
ployers. wdth one or more “covered” employees. 

EMPLOYERS MUST— 

(a) Refrain from dicassing employment with 
i prospective employee unless under permit; 
(b) notify the nearest employment office of 
additional employees needed; (e) secure permis- 
sion from an employment office to advertise for 
workers; (i|) notify the employment office of 
intention to discharge or Icy off employees, or 
lo retain employees when not required; (e) give 
employees 1 days’ notice unless a Selective 
Service Officer permits a reduction, or unless in 
the building construction industry: (7 days’ 
notice is not required unless an employee has 
already been employed for one month, or after 
fire, explosion or other calamity, or on termina¬ 
tion of work hy weather. Whether preceded by 
7 days’ notice or nut, separation from employ¬ 
ment requires written notice). 

EMPLOYEES MUST— 

(a) Register for work at the nearest employ¬ 
ment office if in.L of work 7 days (full-time 
students, housewives and clergy arc not in¬ 
cluded) ; (b) secure permit from a Selective 

Service Officer if going to look for work; (c) re¬ 
frain from advfrii»ing for a job unless Selective 
Service Officer approves; (d) give 7 days’ notice 
if wishing lo quit a job, unless authorised by 
Selective Service Clfioor to give less notice 


(separation form, but not 7 days’ notice required 
if in building construction or joining the forces). 

AGRICULTUR \L WORKERS 

are covered by speriai provisions. Persons re¬ 
garded as “workers in agriculture” may accept 
employment outside that industry lo a maxi¬ 
mum of (10 days within a calendar year without 
permit, lint only outside urban municipalities 
of over A.000 population: otherwise, agricultural 
workers must secure a Selective Service Permit. 

TECHNICAL PERSONNEL 

may only accept employment under special 
permit. 

LABOUR EXIT PERMITS 

are required to work outside Canada. 

PENALTIES AND APPEALS 

Penalties are provided for non-compliance 
with Regulations or orders issued thereunder. 
Appeals against directions may be made to a 
Court of Referees. 

NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE 
OFFICERS ARE AUTHORIZED TO— 

(a) Give persons unemployed for 7 days, or 
on part-time for It days, direction to accept 
work: (b) exercise discretion in issuing permits 
to seek work; (c) authorise employed persons 
to transfer to more essential work, and subse¬ 
quently to be re-instated in original employ¬ 
ment; (d) reduce the 7 days’ notice period con¬ 
sistent with Regulations. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
IS AUTHORIZED TO— 

. (a) require a person in an age class subject 
to military call-up to accept employment; (b) 
require employers lo release male ;>ersons failing 
to furnish evidence of not contravening military 
call-up; (c) authorize payment of transportation 
and special allowances in sonic eases; (d) 
authorize anyone to leave employment to take 
more essential work.
